le The following Chinese Communist troops were stationed in the western outskirts of 
25X11 Canton in November 1951:

ae The 2 and  Battaljons of the 332 Regiment,+ 83 Division, 28 Army, with CHIANG 
Ming-kiun (21 le ) as regimental commander, WANG Hsl-p'ing (£%% 4 )as 
commander of the 2 Battalion, and CHIANG Liu ($1 ) as_commander of the 
Battalion. The battalions were equipped with 6 x 7.5 mm artillery pieces, 
1é grenade launchers; 8 x 60 mm mortars, 10 heavy machine guns, and 38 light 
machine guns. The blockhouses at Lane No. 1 and Lane No. 2 on Chih Chieh are 
made of reinforced concrete. Each of these was guarded by a Communist soldier 
carrying a carbine. 


be The 3 Battalion, commanded by LEI Chen- sheng (8 tkAA) 9, 0f the 332 Regiment, 
was stationed in the area extending from Hsi Ch'ang (a7 +8, ) to Shui Chiang 
(aK & ) Road. This battalion consisted of 6,0 men and was equipped with 
x 7.5 mm@ artillery pieces, 8 x 60 m mortars, 6 heavy machine guns, and 27 
light machine guns. The soldiers were all natives of North China. Block- 
houses of various sizes and made of reinforced concrete were built at every 
road entrance. There were no sentries standing guard. — 


co The Special Service Battalign of the 331 Regiment of the 83 Division was 
stationed at Ju I Fang (42 33H ). ‘The battalion commander was WEN Chia-fu 
(KR 4® ); the regimental commander wag, CH'IN Fu-t'ien (& 4% @ ); and the 
division commander was CHIANG P'ing (SL VF )o3 The strength of the battalion 
was 780 men. It was equipped with 10 x 7.5 mm2@ artillery pieces, 10 x 60 mm 
mortars, 2) grenade launchers, 9 heavy machine guns, and 36 light machine 
guns. Various types of forts were being built by the soldiers at the entrance 
of streets and lanes nearby. Some of the forts were constructed of sand bags 
and others of timber and clay. All of them were guarded by sentries at night. 
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The 331 Reriment of the 83 Division was stationed near Li Chih Wan (# aS; ) 
and Li Hsiang Ylan (#) & i k The commanders of the three battalions of the 
331 Regiment were LI Chieng (A By ), HU Wan-shan (5B 44), and LIAO Heng- 
ehtu (3a 412 Aq ). The strength of the regiment was 1,180 men. The regiment 
was eqtipped’ with 12 x 60 mm mortars, 22 grenade launchers, 12 heavy machine 
guns, and 5 light machine guns. The troops were all from North China. All 
important roads in this area were half clocked with sand bags... 


The artilleryregiment of the Chinese Communist 2 Army, consisting of 2 9500 
men, was stationed in Cha Wai Chieh CAAT ZR 48: 15 Yuan Tou (€ $@ ) areac 
This regiment was commanded by OU Tsu-ch'u (8% 42 47) and was equipped with 
50 artillery pieces, 0 howitzers, 30 mountain guns, and 100 heavy machine 
guns.+ Along Cha Wai Chieh the Chinese Communists have built three large gun 
emplacements. About 30 forts of reinforced concrete have been built at the 
entrances to key roads. The gun emplacements were guarded by sentries 
carrying tommy guns and carbines. There were 36 Communist soldiers in each 
gun emplacement. 


The artillery regiment of the Chinese Co ist 28 Army ,2 consisting of 1,500 
men, Was staticned in the Lo Yung Wai Ge ve al ) area. This regiment was 
commanded by SHEN Jan=-ch'ao (j/? AS %% ) and was equipped with 38 artillery 
pieces, 44 28 howitzers, 32 mortars, 26 light artillery pieces! and about 50 
light machine guns. The soldiers were all natives of North China. Forts of 
reinforced concrete were erected at the entrance of all important roads and 
guarded by the garrison troops. 


The following Chinese Communist troops were stationed in the eastern outskirts 
of Canton in November 1951:

The 2 Battalion of the 55 Regiment, 138 Division, 6 Army, was stationed in 
Hsi Chiao (7 ) of Fu Yin Tstun (AG aAS[ )- The regimental commander was 
TS'UI Hao (#g Ve ) and the battalion commander was SUN Ta Q&x% ). ‘The 
battalion consisted of 420 men and was equipped with 12 artillery pieces, 

6 heavy machine guns, and 26 light machine guns. The soldiers of this 
battalion were not well-disciplined. 


One artillery company of the 28 Army was stationed in Fu Yin Ts? Ae BA). 
This company consisted of 155 men and was commanded by LU Jung & % ). The 
company was equipped with 2 x 7.5 mm@ artillery pieces, 6 heavy artillery 
pieces, and light artillerypieces. 


The 503 Infantry Regiment of the 126 Division, 2 Army, was stationed near 
the School of Engiheering of Chungshan University (+7 oi K ie ), extending 
from Sha Ho (VW "9 £ ghih Pei (72 W®). The 126 Division was commanded by 
LU Ptei-yinge (ME £6 32_)© and the 503 Ri giment was commanded by CHOU Kllei- 
shen ( [@ jE} )» The regiment consisted of 2,700 men and was equipped with 
1k heavy arti ery pieces, 0 light artillery pieces,7 22 grenade launchers, 
18 heavy machine guns, and 106 light machine guns. The 500 new recruits 
trained by this regiment in October 1951 have been integrated into the regi- 
ments On 1 November 1951, 1,400 new recruits were receiving training. These 
recruits consisted mainly of natives of Tungchiang (11h , 23= ), Kwang-

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The following Chinese Communist troops were stationed in the northern outskirts 
of Canton in November 1951: 


One artillery battalion of the 28 5 ee of 650 men, was 
stationed at Shuang Ching Chieh (AEY ty = Wai (AHB“ SR). the 
battalion Was commanded by LIAO Wan-chin 4} EE ) and was equipped with 
6x 7.5 mne er iiery pieces, 15 heavy artillery pieces, and 11 light 
artillery pieces. Forts of reinforced concrete had been built in the area 
garrisoned by this battalion.

he Commente The armament listed here appears to be excessive for 
Chinese Communist artillery units » particularly those which are not in 
combat. Since the Chinese Communists and others sometimes class mortars, 
machine guns, and bazookas as artillery pieces, some of these weapons may be 
intended here.
